The Malenkoy 
Upheaval 


T may bygsometime before 


the smof@tlears away from 
the Maffnkov resignation 
explosion and allows the 
world to sppreciate the 
real meaning of the drama- 
tic changes in the Soviet 
hierarchy in terms of 
Russian international 
policles, Snap  judgmenta 
may prove to be misleading 


First speculation in the Weat 
seems to Jean heavily 
towards the belief that o 
new era of “Staliniam" Is 
about to begin, and with kt 
au toughening of Soviet 
international polley, with 
an oattendant heightening 
uf the cold war. 


But short of outright 
vellixerency it is dittleult to 
see how Kussta can become 
much tougher in her deal- 
ings with the Free World 
than she has been to date, 
The Malenkov regime can 
hardly be anid to have dis- 
played ou “soft attitude, 
and If it is Che inténtion of 
Hulganin and his confreres 
to intensify the cold war, 
they will run the obvious 
rink of forcing themselves 
into a position from which 
they will find diplomatic 
retreat impossible. 


N some quarters there is a 
tendency to discount 
Malenkov's official reasons 
for resigning the premier- 
ship—failure of the current 
Soviet agricultural — pro- 
gramme, Nevertheless the 
recent criticisms of both the 
Russian agricultural and 
industrial expansion 
jects reported from the 
Soviet newspapers provide 
an good Indication that all 
iy far frum satisfactory so 
far as the nation’s internni 
economy and prosperity are 
concermed, 


What can be accepted as, 
certain is that the Malen- 
kov upheaval is a manifesta- 
tion of the struggle for 
power which has been golny 
on within the Kremia 
hierarchy since the death 
of Stalin, The first show- 
down was the removal of 
Beria, and although Malen- 
kov is removed from his 
key post in n more grace- 
ful manner, his eclipse has 
only one meaning—hla 
political foes have won a3 
important victory. 


MARSHAL Bulganin has 
been elected Malenkoy's 
successor, but again it will 
need time to show whether 
he occupies the post on 
personal merits, or whether 
he is merely a “front” for 
Party Secretary Khrushchey. 


Khrushchev has conducted 
his career along lines not 
dissimilar to Stalin. His 
power and Influence as 
Firat’ Secretary of tho 
Soviet Communist Party 
are undoubted. He may not 
find it as easy to seize 
absolute power as_ did 
Stalin, who stepped direct 
from Khrushchev’s office 
into the dictatorahip of the 
Soviet Union. But it is clear 
‘that Khrushchev is in’ a 
‘position to break or make 
the future of other ruling 
members of the Kremlin,

Bomber 
Crashes 


.4 FEARED DEAD 


New York, Feb. 8. 

A B-36 Intercontinental 
atomic bomber crashed, ex- 
ploded and burned on the 
main runway at Carswell 
Air Force base, Fort Worth, 
Texas, tonight and four 
men were feared dead. 
There were 16 survivors. 

. Flames shot so far into the 
alr when the huge superbomber 
exploded that they were 
“clearly visible for a distance 
of 15 miles", sald Major Robert 
Spence, Carswtll Public Rela- 
tlons Officer. 

The B-36 was stationed at 
Biggs Air Force Base, E) Paso, 
Texas, and was on a regular 
trulning flight when It crashed 
on the north end of the main 
runway at 7.55 pan. EST and 
exploded and burned ao few 
atconds after imp.ct. 

Major Spence suid 16 sur- 
vivors were rushed to Carswell 
Baso Hospital, 

“Pour persons 
dead," he said. 

The huge acroplanc, which 
costs $3,600,000 to construct 
but ts no longer being  bullt, 
was destroyed by the fire, 
which was extinguished within 
an hour.—United Press.

Declarer might still have 
saved the day fur [reland by 
discarding a spade and rufling 
in dummy, but this would have 
been oa very doubtful play. 
South actually ruffed, and West 
overruffed. 

Declarer had to use the king 
of trumps from the dummy to 
win the trick, thus setting up 4 
trump trick for Bust’s queen,

South eventually Jost the spade 
finesse, thus giving up one 
spade, one trump, and one club. 

Pavlides did better than this 
for England, He won the first 
{rick In dummy with the queen 
of heurts and saw no reason w 
rush to get the heart ruff. That 
trick couldn't run away. 


Instead, Pavlides led the 
queen of clubs from the dummy 
at the second trick, This pro- 
vided a way to get back to his 
hand (by rufing clubs, later 
on) at a time when tho encmy 
could do him no harm. As it 
happened, West won the club 
trick with the king*‘and Ied o@ 
spode through the dammy. 


Pavildes fnessed the queen 
vf spades, losing to the king.

Social Services 


Sir—May we be allowed, 
through your columns, to draw 
attention to the work of the 
Hongkong Council of Social 
Service? The Council consists 
of representatives of tenty- 
nine voluntary welfare bodies, 
three representatives of Asso- 
elate Members, two co-opted 
members and four Government 
Observers, Its work is to co- 
ordinate the actlvides of its 
member organisations, to pro- 
mote new welfare projects, and 
to give Information on_ all 
uspects of voluntary welfare 
work. It is also empowered to 
raise funds to further Its work, 
and to make grants in response 
to appeals from other bodies. 

Many of the member organi- 
sations have their own fund- 
ralsing activitics and also ap- 
pedis to the public, as can be 
seen by the daily list of acknow- 
ledgments of donations publish- 
ed in the press. The Council 
has itself from time to time 
sponsored n film premiere, but 
up to now it has felt that it 
should not make o large public 
appeal, ag It would be taking 
funds from those organisations 
which administer direct relief. 
However, we would Ike to 
emphasise that we ourselves re- 
ceive nothing from our member 
bodies in fees, ond we should 
be glad to recelve donations and 
contributions to help cover the 
expenses of the day to day 
work. 

There ore two ways in which 
individual members of the 
ublic can be of great assistance 
nm this matter.
